Wayne 
lawyer, said in a statement he 
received no part of the money, 
and had acted enly as counsel for 
Cowart and.Mrs. Van Winkle as 
“an accommodation to Mr.

The statement, which said he 
acted a year after he left*the 
Justice Department, gave no in- 
dication whether Campbell would 
ask for permission to testify be- 
fore the committee.

INTELLIGENCE TESTS 
REVAMPED TO FIT

BRITAIN TO ACCEPT SURPLUS 
CANADIAN MEAT IN BARTER 


Deal Involves Exports From New 
Zealand and Sale in U.S. 
Market. 

OTTAWA, May 10 (AP)—The 
United Kingdom has agreed to 
accept Canadian surplus meat on 
a barter basis, it was learned to- 
day. Because of a lack of dollars, 
Britain has obtained no beef from 
Canada since 1948 and no pork 

since 1950. 

The swap involves New Zealand 
exports. 

Canada will ship surplus meat 
to Britain. Britain will hand over 
to Canada an equal amount of 
meat purchased from New Zea- 
land. Canada will sell the New 
Zealand meat in the United States 
market. 

The tripartite agreement also 
is an attempt -to overcome the 
United States em on Cana- 
dian livestock and méats imposed 
as a result of the foot-and-mouth 
disease outbreak in Saskatchewan.

RUSSIANS HALT 
WESTERN PATROL 
ON BERLIN ROAD 


U.S. and British Military 
Vehicles Stopped as 
They Begin Routine 
Daily Trips. 


BERLIN, May 10 (AP)—Rus- 
sian sentries barred regular west- 
ern military patrols from the Ber- 
lin-Helmstedt autobahn today atid 
the three western commandants 
of the city said they have called 
the matter to the attention of the 
Russian commander, Gen. Vassily 
I, Chuikov, 

Patrol vehicles were stopped at 
nearby Babelsberg ‘this morning 
as they started their routine daily 
patrols along the 110 miles be- 
tween Berlin and Helmstedt, the 
exit point from the Russian occu- 
pation zone to the British zone. 
Russian guards gave no reason 
for their action. 

Regular truck and private ve- 
hicle traffic continued rolling as 
usual, with only the normal stack- 
up of truckers at each entry 
where fussy Soviet guards check 
papers and cargoes. Berlin is a 
four-power island deep inside the 
Russian occupation zone. 


A brief statement released by 
the Western Allies disclosed they 
have had trouble about the patrol 
cars since Thursday night. The 
text of a letter to Chuikov was 
not made public, although in their 
statement the Western Allies said 
the action is believed to be due 
to a misunderstanding, since pas- 
sage has not been refused at 
Soviet checkpoints to east-bound 
patrols (at Helmstedt).” » 

This was at odds with reports 
from Helmstedt and one western 
official said he had not been in- 
formed of similar Soviet action 
there. He conceded it was pos- 
sible, however. He said if such 
was the case, it apparently has 
now been cleared up at that end 
of the autobahn. 

Western officials clearly wanted 
to soft-pedal their latest tangle 
with Russian bureaucracy and 
confided they looked on the whole 
affair as a tempest in a teapot. 
Whether it was or not was up to 
the Russians—and they weren't 
talking. 

Western officials said they 
planned to do nothing more about 
the incident at present and indi- 
cated they were waiting for the 
Russians to make the next move. 
The “misunderstanding” they re- 
ferred to concerned reported new 
| documents the Russians will re- 
quire for military patrol vehicles. 

The Americans and British 
maintain the military patrols 
along this sole highway link be- 
tween Berlin and the West as a 
courtesy aid to motorists in trou- 
ble and to keep on the right road.

COSTING UNDER 5 BILLION

Winds Against Himalayas Make 


in 1909. 


Earth Wobble, Scientist Reports 


By FRANK E. CAREY 


WASHINGTON, May 10 (AP) 
Winds pressing on the Himalayas 
—the world’s loftiest mountain 
range—help make the earth wob- 
ble a little, a California scientist 
suggests. 

Dr. Walter Munk said he also 
believes that alternating wind ef- 
fects on the Rockies, the Andes 
and other great mountains help 
speed the earth’s rotation in sum- 
mer and slow it in winter, con- 
tributing to changes in the length 
of day. 

Addressing the American Me- 
teorological Society, the Scripps 
Institution of Oceanography re- 
searcher said he and Dr. Gordon 
Groves, also of Seripps, had 
worked out their theories based 
on facts long known to science,

Eisenhower, Kefauver Expected 
to Win in Oregon Primary. 
SALEM, Ore., May 10 (AP)— 
Gen. Dwight Eisenhower and 
Senator Estes Kefauver will win 
Oregon’s May 16 presidential pri- 
mary by’ ‘clear majorities, in the 
collective opinion of Oregon 
newspaper men. 
An Associated Press survey in-+ 
dicated that if the election were 
held this week, Gen. Eisenhower 
would win the preference of Ore- 
gon voters as the Republican can- 
didate for President. Whether he 
wins all of the state’s 18 conven- 
tion delegates depends on how 
many of the eight supporters of 
Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio— 
who aren’t bound by the presi- 
dential preference vote — are 
elected as delegates. 

Senator Kefauver is an odds-on 
choice to win the Democratic pri- 
mary. His two opponents—Gov. 


Supreme Court Justice William 
O. Douglas—are unwilling candi- 
dates. This apparently assures 
Kefauver of 12 convention votes, 
because all Democratic candidates 
for convention delegates are 
pledged to support the winner of 
the presidential primary. 

The A.P. ‘survey, which covered 
all of the state’s 36-counties, add- 
ed up to an indicated vote of 61 
per cent for Eisenhower. Gov. 
Earl Warren of California, who is 
on the ballot, and Senator Taft, 
who is not, are expeeted to battle 
it out for second place in the Re- 
publican primary. 

The survey gave Warren slight- 
ly more than 16 per cent, and 
Senator Taft slightly less than 16 
per cent.

FLORIDA GAMBLING PROFIT 
IN WINTER CUT TO $1,500,000 


MIAMI, Fla., May 10 (AP)— 
Florida gamblers, whose annual 
“take” in the postwar years was 
estimated at $120,000,000, appar- 
ently made only about $1,500,000 
in the last winter season. 

John L. Fahs, Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue for Florida, made 
the estimate on the basis of pay- 
ments by gamblers holding fed- 
eral tax stamps.

A quick answer to the reluctant Germans, of 
course, would be to tell them to “remember who 
lost the war.” But so long as they are intrigued 
by the seemingly more attractive Russian ‘count- 
er-offer of a reunited Germany, that hardly 
seems the ideal way of persuading them to be- 
come willing partners in the defense of the West. 
Russia’s East German stooges, Prime Minister 
Grotewohl and President Pieck, have added to 
the tension by threatening to arm for a civil war 
if Bonn signs the pending agreement. 
Enlightened and firm diplomacy may yet re- 
trieve the situation, But it would seem that the 
hope for getting the German agreement signed. 
in the next few days must be postponed because, 
unless the pact has wide popular support, its 
value will be questionable. 
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A Good Idea Spreads 


The Illinois city manager enabling act, spon- 
sored by State Representative Van Der Vries, 
became effective last summer. In this short time 
several cities have already taken advantage of 
the law and put the improved system of munici- 
pal government into effect. 

Mount Vernon was first. After the alert South- 
ern Illinois city opened the way, Peoria and 
Bloomington followed suit. The most recent com- 
munity to apply the plan—which more than 1000 
American cities now énjoy—is Woodstock, where 
it carried in a record 2-to-1 vote. If our informa- 
tion is correct, only in Springfield has it been 
defeated, and there the campaign got off on the 
wrong foot. 

What nearby community ingMadison or St. 
Clair county will be the first to try it? The ex- 
perience in University City shows the value in 
economy, efficiency and better services. 
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Lower Payments, Easier Terms 


The Federal Resérve Board has taken the 
brakes off installment buying. It will no longer 
be nécessary toemake a 33 per cent down pay- 
ment on an automobile or 15 per cent on a deep 
freezer or other appliance with the balance to 
be paid in a year and a half. Dealers and cus- 
tomers can now agree on their own’ terms. 

These restrictions were imposed as a safe- 
guard against inflationary buying. They are now 
removed on the theory that inventories are so 
great that unrestricted buying on time will not 
contribute to inflation. It might be put more 
directly by saying that cars and other items have 
not been moving fast enough, and that the re- 
moval of ‘restrictions on terms is calculated to 
step up business. 

Up to a certain point, time payments are a real 
benefit. Many persons might never own a car if 
they could not*spread the cost over a year or 
two. Certainly there can be little argument about 
the convenience of purchases made in this way. 
But the method has its obvious limitations. It 
can move a lot of goods out of the display rooms 
without bringing much cash into the till. It can 
lead not only to over-extension of credit, but 
also to over-stimulation of production. 

Considering the current state of the national 
economy, it will be wise for the Federal Reserve 
Board to stand ready to reimpose the restrictions 
at the first sign of danger. 
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: Exposure in Cotton

Senator Aiken of Vermont says 
Walker had a hand in a decision to pay Mansour 
“not less than $1.20 a pound” for cotton that was 
then quoted in this country at 85 cents. 
After so long a time, Walker has now admitted 
that he had in effect been the agent of Mansour 
_at the same time that he was the agent of the 
United States Government. Senator Aiken says 
Secretary Brannan had blocked several attempts

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A few months behind the bars have been most _ 


effective in persuading Harry Gross, the book- 
maker, to tell how he ran his $20,000,000-a-year 
racket with the co-operation of high New York 
police officials. 


Gross refused to talk at a previous police de- 


partment trial last November and, as a result, 
the graft cases against 18 police officers had to 
be dropped. But now he has involved officers as 
high as William Whalen, New York's former chief 
of detectives, and Inspector William P. O’Brien 
who wés later appointed Police Commissioner by 
former Mayor William O’Dwyer, He further says 
- that he has mentioned more prominent names 
than those so far brought into the proceedings. 


Gross claims he made regular payments to po- 
lice officers. In return, they not only provided 
protection for his race bet handbooks but also 
tampered with police records so that, when any 
of his underlings were arrested, they could at 
worst be charged only as first offenders. 

A man who is in the penitentiary after being 
found. guilty of contempt of court, bookmaking 
and conspiracy is not exactly an ideal witness. 
Gross is now interested in easing his own prison 
term, and what he says in this attempt will have 
to be confirmed by evidence other than his own. 
O’Brien declared that the Gross testimony is 
“all lies.” And at the United States embassy in 
Mexico, O’Dwyer brushed it off with a “no com- 
ment.” 

But so much has already been brought out 
about the corruption of the New York police 
and other branches of the municipal government 
that the Gross charges demand the utmost prose- 
cution. For example, former Deputy Fire Com- 
missioner James J. Moran already is under a 12- 
year sentence in connection with a fireman’s 
shakedown racket; and Gross now accuses Moran 


of a $15,000 shakedown for the benefit of Mayor 


O’Dwyer’s 1949 campaign. It will also be remem- 
bered that the former Mayor himself spent some 
very unpleasant hours before the Kefauver com- 
mittee. 

This is not merely a case of billowing clouds 
of smoke. More than a few tongues of flame al- 
ready have been glimpsed through the smoke. 
It calls not merely for a departmental investiga- 
tion, but for relentless activity by the highest 
prosecuting authorities. In fact, it begins to look 
as if New York needs another Wickersham inves- 
tigation, the extraordinary process which ex- 
posed the scandals of the Walker administration. 
It may be the only way to get the truth—and 
the whole truth—about the O’Dwyer administra- 
tion. 
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Enlarging a Loophole 

The Emergency Court of Appeals resorted to 
a pettifogging brand of jurisprudence when it 
held that the Capehart amendment applies to 
wholesalers and retailers as well as manufac- 
turers. Unless this ruling is reversed by Con- 
gress or the Supreme Court, the Capehart loop- 
hole in price control may become big enough to 
drive a grocery tmick through. 

The Capehart amendment did not specifically 
say that its. cost-figuring provisions, allowing 
higher price ceilings, should apply only to manu- 
facturers. But Senator Capehart says that is what 
it meant. The Senate, which originated the 
amendment, later passed a clarifying law ex- 
cluding wholesalers and retailers from its scope. 
Even the Appeals court admits that “a prepon- 
derance of the debate” on the Capehart amend- 
ment expressed this intention. 


Nevertheless the court holds that the primary 
evidence of legislative intent is the language of 
the statute. It is, we think, giving far too much 
weight to the fact that the House unfortunately 
failed to adopt the clarifying law which passed 
the Senate. 

Anybody who has ever watched Congress at 
work knows that the failure of one chamber to 
pass a bill does not prove anything at all about 
legislative intent. It is what both chambers do, 
not what they fail to do, that should measure 
intent. In the case.of the Capehart amendment 
the evidence is overwhelming that both branches 
meant to give a special cost position in the ap- 
plication of price ceilings to manufacturers, but 
not to distributors for whom appropriate margin 
regulations form the basis of price control. 


If that was the clear intention, why should 
the language of the statute be treated like a 
trap from which there is no legal escape? We 
cannot believe that the court’s ruling will stand. 
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Auto Insurance, Up and Up 

Automobile insurance rates are going up again 
soon, The New York Times reports, and motorists 
may be paying twice as much for damage and 
liability coverage as at the end of World War II. 
The insurance companies offer no real way out 
of this inflationary trend. 

The Times says the new rates will.add $300.- 
000,000 a year to premiums across the nation. 
The average rise for private autos will amount 
to about 20 per cent, but will go to 30 per cent 
in New York, where the traffic accident rate is 
so costly that some insurance companies have 
begun ‘to refuse to write local policies. 

In general the companies contend that the rise 
in costs is “inevitable” and blame inflation. But 
they also note the undeniable rise in accident 
rates and the cost of settling claims. 

Last year there were half a million more traf- 
fic casualties than in 1941. About two million 
persons were killed or injured on the roads. And 
a recent study showed the cost of settling the 
average accident claim rose from $68 in 1950 
to $78.50 in 1951. 

Insurance is thus involved in an expensive 
spiral. The more accidents, the more claims and 
payments, and the higher the rates. But higher 
rates discourage coverage and thus tend to raise 
the cost. , 

Whatever else might be done to slow down the 
whirl, the insurance writers have been lament- 
ably slow to encourage the good driver. It is an 
injustice for a man who has driven safely for 30 
years to pay about as much for insurance as a 
dangerous motorist. A scale of assessment ad- 
justed to benefit the safe motorist might encour- 
age wider insurance coverage and lower the 
average cost. 

As matters stand, the inflation in the insur- 
ance business may push many motorists out of 
the market for coverage. That would add to the 
expense of those who retain insurance. More im- 
portant, it would weaken the protection of every- 
body who uses the highways. 
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The cynic at the next desk says now that

Both the aura of glamour and the fog of 


criticism that surround football: should’ 
somehow be penetrated by the church-re- 


lated colleges. 


Intercollegiate sports and particularly 
football do not qualify as physical educa- 
tion because those who benefit from them 
are precisely those who need it least. These 
men are sought out and brought into col- 
lege because they are already paragons of 
power and muscular development. 


As a rule they have had the fullest possi- 
ble development in high school. In some 
cases, they are “burned out” by excessive 
athletics before they get to college and 
need, most of all, about four years in bed. 


On the other hand, students who are 
lean and spindly, flabby in muscle and 
short on wind, are 
not eligible for varsi- 
ty sports. 

Another great fairy 
tale about football is 
that it is a superior 
means of character 
training. If it is: that, 
why not admit the 
rest of the student 
body to the teams? 
Are these powerful: 
men the only ones 
entitled to character 
training? As a mat- 
ter of fact, the col- 
lege,does have meth- 
ods of character , 
training far better than intercollegiate 
sports; else it would not be a college. 

One other myth is the old sad story 
that the colleges must run football matches 
to make money. A very féw are making 
money this way—perhaps. 


Financial Flop for Education 


The issue has been obscured by many 


colleges and -universities through a variety | 
of accounting devices. Stadiums are paid 


for by bonds, which bonds are ultimately 
paid for by the university. Coaches are 
put on the faculty payroll. Salaries and 
scholarships for the players are charged 
to anything but the athletic budget. 


If the accounts were straightened out 
and the cold figures brought to light it 
would be found that football and intercol- 
legiate sports are very costly to most of 
the country’s higher schools and are by 
no stretch of the imagination a device for 
making money for educational purposes. 


I shall now say why I believe football is 
of enormous value and importance to the 
college, why it-should have more. attention 
and leadership, not less, why it should in 
some cases cost more money, not less. 


Through no design or deliberation on 
the part of any man or group of men, foot- 
ball has become the emotionally integrat- 
ing force of the American college. The 
place of emotions in the culture of a .peo- 
ple and in the development of a nation or 
its institutions has never been adequately 
measured. Therefore football is not gener- 
ally understood. It is an emotional phe- 
nomenon. 


Filling an Emotional Vacuum 


It is the symbol about which are gath- 
ered the loyalties of students, faculty, alum- 
ni and friends of the college. These loyal- 
ties are to the college, to the culture for 
which it stands, to the ideals it embodies 
and the service it renders. 


Football is merely the integrating sym- 
bol about which such loyalties are rallied 
and through which they are integrated. 


The flag is the symbol around which our 
national loyalties are rallied. So is football 
to the American college. 


Had we our choice, perhaps none of us 
would elect football as the emotionally in- 
tegrating symbol of the campus. Some have 
declared that philosophy should be the 
symbol, as it was in medieval times. The 
scientific humanists would make science 
the symbol. Many of us have urged that re- 
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ligion should be’ the supreme integrating 
foree of the campus. 


But there is redson behind this weird 
and unguided development. The same pe- 
riod which saw football develop has also 
seen a social and intellectual disintegra- 
tion on the campus. Before football, col- 
lege men studied the same required cur- 
riculum, sat under the same professors, 
underwent a common intellectual and so- 
cial experience. 


Nowadays few men can be found who 
study the same courses, to say nothing of 
sitting under the same professors. Campus 
social life has been broken up into frater- 
nities and clubs and “houses.” Men march 
out together in the commencement reces- 
sional who have never had a class together 
or a common social experience. Frequent- 
ly they have not even met. 


Spectacle Becomes a Symbol 


Football is the one universal experience 
which developed on the campus in this 
period of intellectual and social disintegra- 
tion. Here in the satisfactions of playing 
and the thrill of the spectacle, all elements 
of college society enjoy a common experi- 
ence—athlete and nonathlete, student and 
professor, town and gown, men, women 
and children. 

Thus football grew beyond a spectacle 
and became a symbol of the great intan- 
gibles. Then and only then did it develop 
its excesses, its flamboyant extravagances, 
its deceptions and dishonesties. 

The church-related college must and 
should have football and inter-collegiate 
sports; without them it is a nation without 
a flag. Those church-related colleges that 
have recently dropped football will take 
it up again; they cannot do without it. But 
for all such colleges football should be 
“right.” 

As to its cost, it should be the best that 
these colleges can afford. Most colleges 
and universities have overspent on football, 
but some have underestimated its value 
and have not spent enough on it. 

Football’s cardinal sin has been its anti- 
academic excesses and the resultant dis- 
honesties. Football players and athletes in 
general are largely found in underprivi- 


leged communities. Here are young men’ 


who have legs, and legs are indispensable 
in intercollegiate athletics. 


Reform Comes From Within 


But the potential athletes are under- 
privileged educationally. They are. fre- 
quently from homes which cannot give 
them cultural assistance. Their schools are 
poor. Over-awed teachers have given them 
a free ride academically because of their 
prodigious achievements athletically. 


Confronted with the phenomenon of foot- 
ball in their world and the need for ath- 
letes, and impelled by a very human inter- 
est in these worthy aspirants to college 
life, the colleges admit men who are not 
qualified. , He: 

Then follow all the extremes of cheat- 
ing, of suffering mer to “pass,” of letting 
them stay and not pass. So we have what 
has become a hideous spéctacle of academic 
dishonesty. 

Reform in this matter will come not 
from without but from within, as it al- 
ready has come in many fine colleges 
and universities. One by one, our colleges 
will limit their admissions to authentic stu- 
dents. This will take them out of big-time 
competition. This is the price of integrity.

More Lost in Mobile Society. 


“The church at ‘large loses 
members more easily in a mobile 
society than in a static one. The 
longer a church takes to reach 
new people in its neighborhood, 
the less chance it has of saving 
them from chronic absenteeism. 

“Whenever churches think of 
themselves as select social clubs, 
excluding newcomers by reason 
of race, color, social class or na- 
tional origin, losses become more 
certain with increase in the mo- 
bility of the national population. 
Old congregations which try to 
preserve the ecclesiastical status 
quo in a changing community by 
paternalistically segregating new 
influxes of ‘inferior’ people in 
storefronts or small, overcrowded 
edifices while reserving cathe- 
dral-like structures for a handful 
of the ‘select,’ are usually doomed 
to a short existence. Perhaps that 
is as it should be.” 

Dr. Villaume, who is on the go 
from city to city much of his 
time, says that many city churches 
now are “making intelligent adap- 
tation” to their changing sur- 
roundings. 

Queries on ‘Transition Zone.’

U.S. EFFORTS TO NEGOTIATE 


WESTERN UNION DISPUTE FAIL 


WASHINGTON, May 10 (AP)— 
Government efforts to settle the 
five-week strike of 30,000 West- 
ern Union telegraph employes 
failed again yesterday. Negotia- 
tions were recessed indefinitely. 

It was disclosed that the AFL 
Commercial Telegraphers’ Union 
had reduced its demand to an 18- 
cent-an-hour pay increase. It had 
asked for pay and other con- 
cessions estimated to cost 50 cents 
an hour. Average wages are $1.63 
an hour now, the company says. 

At the same time the company 
made nine proposals, one of them 
calling for eliminating the union 
shop. The company proposals 
would have left wages unchanged. 

A three-man panel of the Fed- 
eral Mediation and Conciliation 
Service reported that the negotia- 
tions were badly deadlocked. 


THREE BRITISH RAIL UNIONS 
TO ASK FOR 10 PCT. PAY RISE 


LONDON, May 10 (AP)—Lead- 
ers of three railway unions de- 
cided yesterday to ask a 10 per 
cent pay increase for 450,000 
British workers on the nation- 
alized rail lines. 

The demand comes at a_ time 
when Winston Churchill’s gov- 
ernment is seeking to check ris- 
ing living costs and in the midst 
of complaints over proposals to 
raise fares.

In Chicago, single party line 
rates will be increased from $5.10 
a month to $5.85; two party lines 
from $4.10 to $4.60, and individual 
business lines from $7 to $8.50. 

In cities outside Chicago, single 
party line rates will be boosted 75 
cents a month; two party lines and 
rural lines, 60 cents; and single 
party business phones $2. 

A Bell spokesman, using Spring- 
field as an average downstate 
city, said single party subscribers 
there would be charged $5.35 un- 
der the new change; two party, 
$4.70; rural lines, $3.65; single 
business lines, $11.75. 

In southern Hlinois, using Cen- 
tralia as an average city, he said 
subscribers there would pay $4 for 
single party lines; $3.50 for two 
party; $2.80 for rural service, and 
$7.50 for single business lines.

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old rough and worn coat. A sane 
der is a lot quicker and easier 
than trying to remove the paint 
with a liquid remover or hand 
scraper . 

Once the old paint is out of the 
way, use a sharp pointed tool to 
clean out the cracks between floor 
boards and then pack white lead 
into these seams. This is impor- 
tant for if the seams are left 
open, moisture will get into them 
and cause trouble of one sort or 
another. 

After this has been done the 
floor can be painted. Be sure the 
wood is absolutely dry. You'll be 
smart if you go under the porch 
and inspect the underside of the 
flooring for signs of dampness. 

If the underside is damp, don’t 
paint. If you do the paint will 
probably peel off in no time at 
all. You can usually dry out the 
underside of the porch by re- 
moving some of the woodwork 
around the base to allow air to ° 
circulate around,
